In  March,  1939,  Maurice  C.  Philbrick  of  Epsom  was 
elected  to  serve  as  Town  Clerk  for  the  forty-third  con- 
secutive year.  From  Dec.  31,  1892,  he  served  an  unex- 
pired term  for  George  E.  Critcherson  and  in  1896  an  un- 
expired term  for  John  T.  Cotterell.  Since  March,  1896, 
he  has  had  a  continuous  record  of  service.

Mr.  Philbrick  has  been  a  carpenter  and  builder  by 
trade.  Since  retiring  a  few  years  ago  he  has  cultivated 
his  gardens  and  cared  for  his  farm  home,  doing  much  of 
this  work  by  hand.

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same,  in  accordance  with  House  Bill 
No.  234  as  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1935  and  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Budget  Committee. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Day. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  for  AVhite  Pine  Blister  Rust 
control. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  fifty-seven  dollars  and  eighty-three 
cents  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  Roads,  T.  R.  A.,  so- 
called;  the  State  to  contribute  two  thousand  two  hundred 
thirty-one  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents. 


7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  forty-five  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for 
the  construction  of  the  Class  Two  road  known  as  Short 
Falls  Road ;  the  State  to  contribute  two  thousand  ninety 
dollars. 

8.  To  see  if  the  toAvn  will  vote  to  pa^^  the  whole  or  i)art 
of  the  Bridge  note  held  by  the  Suncook  Bank  for  the 
amount  of  sixteen  hundred  five  dollars  and  sixteen  cents 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  that  purpose. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of 
two  per  cent  on  all  property  taxes  paid  previous  to  Jul}' 
1,  1940. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EPSOM  VOLUNTEER  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 

— 0 — 

I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Epsom  Volunteer 
Fire  Department: 

We  have  completed  the  year  1939  without  a  serious  fire 
loss,  although  we  have  made  numerous  calls  for  small  fires. 
We  have  answered  two  out-o-town  calls,  proving  of  added 
help  to  other  communities. 

Delegates  were  sent  to  the  Firemen's  Annual  Conven- 
tion. 

Our  monthly  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and 
several  have  joined  the  company  during  the  year. 

By  the  efforts  of  the  Epsom  and  Chichester  people,  a 
carnival  was  held  and  more  money  raised  to  purchase 
equipment  when  needed. 

There  is  still  great  danger  from  forest  fires  during  the 
summer  months,  and  we  ask  your  co-operation,  the  same 
as  ever,  in  kindling  and  reporting  open  fires.

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Citizens  of  Epsom,  With  Your  Cooperation 

Our  local  forest  fire  organization  will  be  able  to  con- 
tinue its  splendid  record  during  the  coming  year,  our  town 
will  be  spared  costly  fire  losses  and  suppression  ex- 
penditures. 

We  were  fortunate  last  year  because  you  were  careful, 
complied  so  willingly  with  forest  fire  regulations  and  con- 
sulted with  our  local  warden  before  undertaking  any 
burning  on  your  property. 

This  cooperative  spirit  is  more  essential  this  year  be- 
cause, as  you  well  know,  conditions  in  the  blowdown  sec- 
tions will  be  much  more  critical  than  last  year.  Material 
will  be  more  highly  inflammable  and  fire  occurring  in 
these  areas  will  be  more  difficult  to  control. 

For  everyone's  guidance  the  following  suggestions  are 
made : 

1.  DON'T  burn  brush  or  other  debris  in  or  near  wood- 
lands, or  where  fire  may  be  communicated  to  such 
land,  once  the  snow  has  left  the  ground,  without  first 
securing  written  permission  from  the  forest  fire 
warden. 

Violation   of  this  requirement  makes  the   responsible 
party  liable  to — 

a.  A  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00  or  imprisonment  of 
not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

b.  The  town  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  warden 
in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire. 

c.  Damages  to  abutting  owners  if  fire  runs  u])on 
abutters'  property. 

2.  DON'T  drop  or  throw  from  any  vehicle  while  same 
is  upon  a  public  highway  or  private  way,  and 
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DON'T  drop,  throw  or  otherwise  deposit  on  or  near 
woodlands  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live 
ashes  or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause  a  fire. 

Violation  of  these  prohibitions  penalizes  whoever  is 
found  guilty  with  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $25.00. 

3.    DON'T  fail  to  promptly  notify  your  local  warden  of 
any  fires  you  see. 

Because  some  New  Hampshire  citizens  refused  or  failed 
to  comply  with  necessary  regulations  in  1939,  they  were 
obliged  to  pay  the  costs  of  fire  suppression  and  in  some 
instances  appear  in  court. 

A  little  team  work  will  be  most  beneficial  to  all  of  us 
and  save  you  and  your  town  much  trouble  and  expense. 
Good  citizenship  dictates  it.     Good  judgment  demands  it.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Epsom : 

The  regular  work  of  the  schools  is  summarized  in  the 
appended  health,  statistical,  and  financial  reports,  as  vv^ell 
as  in  the  record  of  standardized  tests  on  file  in  the  super- 
intendent's office. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  Federal  Surplus  Products, 
consisting  of  fruits  and  fruit  juices,  have  been  distributed 
to  all  the  pupils  in  school  free  of  charge,  supplementing 
their  other  lunch.  These  products  were  purchased  by  the 
government  from  the  farmers  to  maintain  market  prices 
and  avoid  destructive  waste.  These  products  have  been 
relished  by  the  children.  The  teachers  have  cheerfully 
taken  on  the  added  duty  of  dispensing  the  food  and  have 
carried  out  the  spirit  of  the  undertaking. 

Acting  under  authority  recently  given  to  it  by  the  State 
Legislature,  the  department  of  motor  vehicles  has  made 
new  school  bus  regulations  that  will  make  it  necessary 
for  the  district  to  have  converted  truck  accommodations 
replaced  by  standard  busses,  in  the  interests  of  order  and 
safety.
